REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims 1,15, 16 and 17 recite using a second weighting factor 
based on the location of the neighboring pixel related to the particular pixel, wherein the 
second weighting factor is high if the neighboring pixel is located above the particular 
pixel and the weighting factor is low if the neighboring pixel is located below the 
particular pixel. The prior art of record does not show this feature nor does it provide 
any indication that one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would have 
found it obvious to provide more relevance to a pixel used in calculations because it is 
above rather than below a particular pixel. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
